Potential changes to local government 
could see borough council scrapped 
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WEYMOUTH and 
Portland council could 
be scrapped and the 
borough absorbed into a 
new larger council

And county council¬ 
lors have already shown 
support for the forma¬ 
tion of two unitary au¬ 
thorities in Dorset, a 
shire one merging Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland, 
West Dorset, Purbeck, 
North Dorset and East 
Dorset councils with a 


second unitary author¬ 
ity coming from the 
merger of Poole, 
Bournemouth and 
Christchurch. 

It is still early days, 
but the potential for 
dramatic change was 
highlighted by Wey¬ 


mouth and Portland 
Labour leader and eco¬ 
nomic spokesman 
Councillor Mike Byatt. 

He said that the cur¬ 
rent financial crisis fac¬ 
ing local councils 
meant changes would 
have to be made which 


would mark the end of 
the borough council in 
Weymouth and Port¬ 
land. 

He added: “Radical 
changes to local gov- 
emement in Dorset will 
mean the borough 
council will become 
part of a bigger council.

“Decisions will be made 
by council leaders and coun¬ 
cillors as to which option 
they prefer.” 

Some action will be 
needed this year, he said, be¬ 
cause of the need to get 
started on a framework for 
the new council. 

Mr Byatt said: “By 2019 
we could be in a new coun¬ 
cil for Dorset, so councillors 
will have to make proposals 
and get government backing 
by early 2017. 

“The medium term strate¬ 
gic future financial position 
of the council is not sustain¬ 
able within major economic 
growth and private and pub¬ 
lic investment and commer¬ 
cial development in the 
town centre and on Portland. 

“Economic plans are es¬ 
sential for all councils in the 
future. 

“The government wants us 
to focus on jobs, building 
housing, home ownership, 
infrastructure, competitive¬ 
ness, apprenticeships and 
skills. 

“Boosting economic 
growth is critical because 
the current financial govern¬ 
ment grants councils receive 
from central government 
will be abolished in 2019 
and councils will be re¬ 
quired to pay back local 
councils’ tax money to gov¬ 
ernment. 

“In Weymouth and Port¬ 
land this could be up to 
£1 million pounds for 2019 
and 2020.” 

Mr Byatt said that the new 
council would have fewer 
councillors and generate 
savings to management and 
administration costs. 

But he added that those 
savings and budget cutting 
costs would help secure fi¬ 
nancial stability. 

Mr Byatt said: “It is time 
for a radical change and 
focus on economic growth, 
houses, new business, skills 
opportunities, the best use of 
broadband and the opportu¬ 
nities of digital technology. 

“Doing nothing and stay¬ 
ing the same is no longer an 
option. It is up to councillors 
to recognise the reality of 
change and focus on eco¬ 
nomic growth.” 

Extensive public consulta¬ 
tion is planned over the po¬ 
tential changes which 
councillors hope won’t just 
reap financial benefits but 
be better for communities as 
a whole. 


Jurassica board to continute Michael's vision 


THE Jurassica board of trustees have an¬ 
nounced the unanimous decision to press 
forward with the Jurassica project on 
Portland, following the sudden death of 
its visionary founder, Michael Hanlon, 
four weeks ago. 

Chair Tracey Brown said: “The board is 
going to move forward to secure planning 
permission, which we aim to achieve in 
2017. That will take Jurassica to the next 
phase. 

“Over the next 18 months, our world¬ 
leading project team will be developing 
our plans and we will be fundraising 
heavily in support of this. To demonstrate

commitment, every trustee has made an 
immediate personal donation.” 

Sir David Attenborough, Patron of 
Jurassica, said: “Michael Hanlon had a 
thrilling vision for Jurassica - ways of 
using new techniques to bring to life the 
ancient sea monsters whose bones are 
still being discovered on this part of the 
English Coast. It will transform our vi¬ 
sion of the prehistoric world. It must hap¬ 
pen.” 

Jurassica is the vision of Michael Han¬ 


lon, a science writer and journalist who 
grew up in Dorset. He wrote six popular 
science books, including the best-selling 
‘Science of the Hitchhiker’s Guide to the 
Galaxy’ and an in-depth account of 
NASA’s Galileo mission to Jupiter. 

Mr Hanlon founded Jurassica in 2013, 
securing support from, amongst others, 
the architect Renzo Piano, engineers 
Arup, and Sir David Attenborough as the 
project’s Patron. 

Michael died of a heart attack on Feb¬ 
ruary 9th after being rushed to hospital 
with severe chest pains following a board 
meeting. He was 51-years-old. 


WORK on re-profiling Wey¬ 
mouth beach has finished - 
just in time for the start of the 
school Easter holidays. 

Local firm, Crooks, have 
been working on the beach 
with their giant diggers, lorries 
and bulldozers, moving around 
thousands of tons of sand 
which have been shifted by 
winter storms, in places caus¬ 
ing new ridges and terraces to 
form.

Work is also continuing on 
removing the temporary winter 
wind-breaks which are in¬ 
stalled along the Esplanade to 
stop wind-blown sand from 
getting onto the roads close to 
the seafront. They should all be 
removed by Easter weekend.

Council to hold further 
library consultations 


A FURTHER consultation with 
library users is being planned to 
help shape the service for the fu¬ 
ture in Dorset. 

Councillor Colin Jamieson, 
Dorset County Council’s Cabi¬ 
net member for economy and 
growth, said: “Although the 
need to look at the service has 
come from current budget limi¬ 
tations, it is good business prac¬ 
tice to reassess our offering, help 
us deliver a targeted library serv¬ 
ice to residents. 

“We want to understand the 
impact of any changes on our 
customers and by working with 
communities and the voluntary 
sector, we will try to reduce the 


County council 
investigates 
options to save 
£1.5million 

TWO options are being investi¬ 
gated by Dorset County Council 
to save more than £1.5million 
from its support services. 

Officers are investigating 
keeping 'backroom'functions 
such as IT, customer services 
and human resources in-house, 
possibly working with other 
local councils - or recruiting ex¬ 
ternal partners to run the serv¬ 
ices. 

But with the legal costs, alone, 
of the privatisation option put 
at up to £100,000, a report to 
councillors says the in-house 
route is likely to offer better 
value for money at the present 
time. 

The changes are expected to 
come into place during the 
2017-2018 financial year, but 
have yet to be agreed by coun¬ 
cillors.

The council will be consulting 
on maintaining the mobile li¬ 
brary service, which goes to res¬ 
idential homes, provided by the 
council’s Home Library Service 
mobile library. The council also 
want to understand the impact of 
removing the public mobile li¬ 
brary services in more detail and 
to look at overcoming access is¬ 
sues by extending the Home Li¬ 
brary Service in partnership with 
the Royal Voluntary Service 
(RVS). They also want to con¬ 
sider the opportunities available 
within communities to create ac¬ 
cess to library services and con¬ 
tact with other people through 


car-sharing, good neighbour 
schemes etc. 

Details of how to take part will 
be circulated throughout the li¬ 
brary service and via parish 
councils. The consultation will 
take place during April and May. 

A previous consultation had al¬ 
ready looked at the numbers of 
people using the mobile library 
services and services are being 
withdrawn from areas with low 
levels of use. This has allowed a 
reduction in the number of vehi¬ 
cles from four to three and 
avoided spending on a replace¬ 
ment vehicle which would oth¬ 
erwise be needed. 

New mobile library timetables 
will start from 9th May.

A RIBBON-cutting ceremony 
marked the handover of five new 
shared-ownership homes in 
Poundbury, Dorchester, this week. 

The new properties for local 
people in the area, are part of a de¬ 
velopment of 14 new affordable 
two and three-bedroom homes for 
rent and shared ownership sale. 

Stonewater, one of Dorset’s 
leading affordable housing 
providers, has been working with 
the Duchy of Cornwall, West 
Dorset District Council and re¬ 
gional heritage building construc¬ 
tion firm Morrish Builders, to 
develop the new homes in Pound¬ 
bury’s North East Quadrant. 

When completed, the develop¬ 
ment will provide a mix of eight 
three-bedroom family-sized 
houses and one two-bedroom 
coach house for affordable rent.

“Many as a result, are being 
forced to leave the communities 
where they have grown up be¬ 
cause they cannot afford housing. 
This is why high quality afford¬ 
able housing developments like 
this one in Poundbury, which pro¬ 
vide a choice of properties for low 
cost home ownership and rental 
options, are so vital to the long¬ 
term sustainability and prosperity 
of West Dorset’s towns and vil¬ 
lages. 

“We’re delighted to be making 
good progress on the construction 
of this attractive new development 
and looking forward to complet¬ 
ing the scheme next summer in 
partnership with the council and 
Morrish Builders.” 

The new Stonewater homes will 
have easy access to Queen Mother 
Square, the new centre and heart 
of Poundbury, as well as chil¬ 
dren’s play areas, a ‘ball wall’ play 
area, garden allotments, bus serv¬ 
ices, and enhanced cycle routes to 
Dorchester. Darners First School 
is also relocating to the North East 
Quadrant in early 2017. All of the 
Stonewater properties in this 
scheme also have their own pri¬ 
vate gardens, allocated parking 
and ample visitor parking. 


Councillor Tim Yarker, Housing 
Portfolio Holder at West Dorset 
District Council, says: “We are de¬ 
lighted to see the completion of 
these high quality affordable 
homes. These will assist in help¬ 
ing to meet housing need and are 
a good example how affordable 
homes can be well designed and 
make a positive contribution to¬ 
wards the sustainability of the 
community.” 

The new homes have all been 
built to the low carbon Code for 
Sustainable Homes Fevel 3 stan¬ 
dard making them energy efficient 
and cheaper to run. They are also 
part of a system created by the 
Duchy of Cornwall, which takes 
waste from local farms and recy¬ 
cles it into gas to supply the 
Poundbury community.

A SPECIAL meeting is being held in Dorchester 
next month to wind up the Dorchester Area Com¬ 
munity Partnership. 

As reported in last week's View from Dorchester 
the organisation has become a victim of financial 
cuts and will close with the loss of organiser 
Pauline Trimming's job. 

The closure also affects the monthly Dorford 
Centre lunches, a networking event for those 
working in the community, although talks are 
being held with DorchesterTown Council to take 
over the organisation of the event. 

The meeting to formally end the partnership is 
being held on Thursday, April 14th at 11am in the 
council chamber at Dorchester Corn Exchange.

DORSET is doing better at recycling than 
the majority of areas of the country. 

The Dorset Waste Partnership, said 53 per 
cent of waste from the area it operates in, is 
now sent for recycling, composting or reuse.

But despite the success rate 56,571 tonnes 
of rubbish is still sent to landfill in the 
county in with 39,299 tonnes being inciner¬ 
ated.

said: "We're really pleased with this result 
and would like to thank the residents of 
Dorset, who have proven to be among the 
top recyclers in the country... 

"But there's still work to do to help resi¬ 
dents reduce the amount of waste thrown 
away. Recycling rates can start to drop after 
services are introduced, so we will be help¬ 
ing people continue to use our service cor¬ 
rectly. 

The Waste Partnership hopes to increase 
the recycling rate to more than 60 per cent 
by the end of 2016.

Will North Quay offices stay afterall? 


WORK is pressing ahead nicely - and expensively - 
on the conversion of a broom cupboard at the Mul¬ 
berry Centre for Weymouth and Portland council’s 
new home. 

Current offices on North Quay are due to be vacated 
in a few weeks time and taken over by developers, 
council staff having dispersed to new sites like chaff 
in the wind...and therein hangs a tale. 

You see, when the nearby old fire station site was 
developed it was done with vision, with a view to 
recreating the old historic sweep of the harbourside, 
and I think most people would agree that what has 
been built achieves that look. 

■ ALCOHOL is the subject for this week's Growing 
Old Disgracefully and the question of whether 
elderly people need to take more care. 

Of course they do! The older you get the more 
unsteady you get and pensioners can't afford to 
spill one precious drop of their whisky, dry sherry 
or gin and tonic. 

So I suggest they pour themselves a much 
larger measure. 

A larger measure means a larger glass and a 
larger glass means a larger target to aim at when 
pouring from the bottle of your choice. 

It is such a simple solution to the problem of 
spilling drink that I wonder no-one thought of it 
before. Enjoy yourself. Mine's a double. 


But it was only ever going to be part of the 
equation since the dominant - and complet¬ 
ing - part of the sweep was always going to 
be the sale and demolition of the ugly coun¬ 
cil offices and the redevelopment of the site 
in a style to match the look already achieved 
on the fire station site...but that vision has 
been left in tatters. 

Only the council will ever know why it in¬ 
sisted all bids for the site be “unconditional” 
but, having done so, it couldn’t wriggle out 
of the situation when expected developer 
McCarthy and Stone’s bid of more than 
£6million proved subject to planning per¬ 
mission being granted for what it wanted to 
do. 

That was viewed as a condition, the bid 
was rejected because accepting it would 
leave the council open to legal action by de¬ 
velopers whose bids didn’t include a condi¬ 
tion and the council was forced to accept an 
unconditional bid of around £4.5million for 
the site. 

Still, members were sure the historic har¬ 
bour showcase look would be continued 
down towards Town Bridge, only it now 
looks as if that may not happen. 

In fact - almost incredibly - I understand 
that redevelopment of the site may not in¬ 
volve demolishing the council offices at all 


and that there may be plans afoot to simply 
adapt the building for various accommoda¬ 
tion uses. 

That poses several very interesting ques¬ 
tions since one of the main reasons for the 
council to vacate its offices was that it 
would no longer have to foot the bill for the 
upkeep of the ageing concrete block. 

Concern over the bill was linked to main¬ 
tenance of the building being a problem...a 
problem which is still there for the develop¬ 
ers and - unless major renovation work is 
undertaken - a problem which may rear its 
head for any new home owners. 

We’ll have to wait and see how much of 
this actually proves accurate and what the 
future skyline looks like, but it would be a 
shame if any new development stuck out 
like a sore thumb from the completed fire 
station site. 

Elsewhere, I also foresee interesting times 
if the vastly reduced council moves into its 
vastly reduced new home in the Mulberry 
Centre and regularly hosts committee meet¬ 
ings there, not least because any controver¬ 
sial subject will force a switch to a larger 
venue to get everyone in. 

Knowing the council, there are likely to be 
a few of those “hot potato” issues. Still, I’m 
sure that’s all been considered, aren’t you?

In my experience, tradespeople 
rarely separate recyclables from non- 
recyclables, so if you want to make your build 
more environmentally friendly, you'll need 
to police the skip (and any rubbish bags) and 
extract anything that should be in the 
recycling bin.

3. THE MATERIALS YOU USE: Many of us 
consider food miles when doing our weekly 
shop, but perhaps not where the products we 
use to renovate our homes come from. This 
may depend on your budget - for example, 
slate or stone from Brazil or India might be 
cheaper than British versions, but it's come a 
lot further and may have other ethical and 
environmental negatives associated with its 
production.

5. ECO EMULSION PAINT: If you're looking 
for eco emulsion paint, there are plenty of 
specialist brands. For example, Naturepaint 
(from £3.98 for a tester, B&Q) is a powdered 
paint (made in Cornwall using locally sourced 
ingredients) that you mix with water 
before use. For wood and metal, water-based 
paints contain fewer harmful VOCs (volatile 
organic compounds) than solvent-based 
ones. The former have disadvantages - they're 
rarely as hard wearing as solvent-based 
alternatives and you have to do several 
coats of white to get even coverage - but 
they also have big advantages. They 
dry quickly, are easier to remove from your 
skin and fabrics than solvent-based paints, 
and whites don't yellow, whereas most 
solvent-based ones do.

The S90 gets a powered bootlid, too, while 
the V90 benefits from a powered tailgate. 

Pilot Assist, Volvo's innovative semi-au¬ 
tonomous drive feature, is standard on every 
S90 and V90. It automatically keeps you at a set 
speed or distance from the vehicle in front, 
braking and accelerating with the flow of traf¬ 
fic, and gives gentle steering inputs to keep the 
car within lane markings at motorway speeds 
up to 80 mph. Unlike previous versions of the 
system, it no longer needs to follow another 
car. Pilot Assist is another step towards fully au¬ 
tonomous driving. 

The latest version of City Safety is also fitted 


to every S90 and V90. This includes automatic 
emergency braking with pedestrian and cyclist 
detection, and the world-first application of 
large-animal detection. This feature helps to 
avoid or limit the severity of collisions with 
large animals such as deer or horses both at 
night and during the day. 

Moving up to Inscription adds Nappa soft 
leather upholstery, powered front seats, a 12.3" 
active TFT driver's information display (Mo¬ 
mentum cars get an 8" version), 18"diamond- 
cut/silver alloy wheels, keyless entry and 
handsfree boot/tailgate opening and closing. 
Additional premium touches include walnut 
interior inlays, rear footwell and side step illu¬ 
mination, and chrome exterior details. 

The optional Xenium package is available 
across the range and adds a powered tilt and 
slide glass sunroof (panoramic in the V90), a 
parking camera system with 360° surround 
view, and Park Assist Pilot, which includes au¬ 
tomatic parallel and 90° parking. 

Apple CarPlay is another option and allows 
you to access certain functions of your Apple 
device and CarPlay-optimised apps directly via 
the car's touch screen, voice control system or 
the buttons on the steering wheel. Also avail¬ 
able is the exceptional Bowers and Wilkins pre¬ 
mium sound system, which offers no less than 
18 speakers and an output of 1,400W. 

Both models are available to order now, with 
the first S90 customer deliveries expected in 
September and the first V90s in October.

SEAT announces UK pricing and specification for new-look Ibiza CUPRA range 


TWENTY years on from the birth of its 
iconic CUPRA performance arm, which all 
started with an Ibiza, SEAT has confirmed 
UK pricing and specification for the latest 
version of its pocket rocket. Among several 
key changes for the New Ibiza CUPRA are 
a new two-tier range, plus a raft of technical 
enhancements including a new engine 
with even more power and torque, plus 
the small matter of the reintroduction of a 
manual gearbox. 

The New Ibiza CUPRA shows the essence 
of the SEAT brand in its purest form - emo¬ 
tional design, outstanding performance 
and state-of-the-art technology, combined 
to create one of the most dynamic and en¬ 
joyable hot superminis to live with. 

Exclusively available in the SC (Sports 
Coupe) bodystyle, the new-look UK Ibiza 
CUPRA line-up will be available in two ver¬ 
sions. Kicking things off is the standard 
CUPRA for £18,100, £880 less than the pre¬ 
vious model (with DSG transmission), rising 
to £18,900 for CUPRA Black, which is ex¬ 
pected to be the best-selling version. 

Raft of technical improvements 

Among a series of changes with the New 
Ibiza CUPRA, arguably the two most telling 
are the switch to a six-speed manual gearbox, 
plus, a new, even more potent engine. In re¬ 


lation to the former, where 80% of the UK hot 
supermini class is stick shift-based, SEAT will 
be looking to make significant inroads. 

On top of these alterations come larger 
front brakes, plus CUPRA Drive Profile with 
adjustable damping and steering, offering 
two modes, Comfort and Sport. 

Powering the halo model in the Ibiza line¬ 
up is a completely new engine. Out goes 
the previous supercharged 1.4, replaced by 
a 1.8 TSI pushing out an additional 12 PS, 
and crucially, a hefty dose of 70Nm addi¬ 
tional torque, up to 320Nm, across a much 
broader rev range of 1,450 to 4,250 rpm. 
Performance is impressive with zero to 62 
mph dispatched in just 6.7 seconds, before 
heading on to a top speed of 146 mph. At 
the same time, its potency doesn't come at 
the expense of frugality, with fuel economy 
of 45.6 mpg on the combined cycle. 

Expressive design with powerful lines 

The new Ibiza CUPRA has a powerful and 
edgy stance, with the three-door Sports 
Coupe brought to life by sharply executed 
lines and edges.The accentuated rear shoul¬ 
ders and exclusive 17-inch alloy wheels also 
underline its performance. The high-gloss 
black door mirrors and front grille frame set 
a clear contrast to the Ibiza CUPRA's paint¬ 
work, while at the rear its broad bumper 


frames a substantial matt-black diffuser 
which incorporates the race-honed central 
exhaust tailpipe. Emocion Red is the stan¬ 
dard free-of-charge paint choice. 

The upgrades continue on the inside, with 
the latest Ibiza CUPRA taking a series of 
styling cues from its bigger brother, Leon. 
In comes a much higher quality interior, 
with more premium and tactile touches in¬ 
cluding a new steering wheel, air vents, in¬ 
strument panel and infotainment systems. 

Extensive equipment 

As well as the series of improvements 
under the skin, the New Ibiza CUPRA also 
ushers in several new items of equipment, 
including a five-inch Media System with 
colour touchscreen and DAB digital radio, 
Bluetooth® audio streaming and hands-free 
system, plus multi-function steering Wheel. 
In keeping with SEAT'S safety expertise, Hill 
Hold Control and Tiredness Recognition 
System have also been added to its long list 
of core equipment. 

Equipment on both versions is lavish. The 
standard CUPRA profers 17-inch 'Barcino' 
alloy wheels, auto lights and wipers, XDS 
electronic differential lock, CUPRA front 
sports seats, electrically adjustable, heated 
and folding door mirrors, plus climate control 
and cruise control. On the outside, the entry 


point to SEAT'S CUPRA line-up is immediately 
distinguishable through bi-xenon head¬ 
lamps with cornering lights and LED daytime 
running lights and LED rear lights, plus tinted 
glass on the side and rear windows. 

Moving up to the range-topping, and 
likely UK best-selling version, CUPRA Black, 
brings with it a whole host of styling and 
technology additions. Costing £800 more 
than the standard CUPRA, but offering 
around £1,000 worth of additional equip¬ 
ment, for an even sportier and striking look, 
it welcomes black alloy wheels with red 
brake calipers. It also benefits 
from a Navigation System with 
6.5-inch colour touchscreen, 3D 
map display, voice recognition 
and two SD card slots. 

Unsurprisingly, given the gen¬ 
erous standard equipment list 
for both versions of the New 
Ibiza CUPRA, buyers won't need 
to be ticking every box in the 
options list with wild abandon. 

However, for those seeking the 
ultimate in comfort, style and 
technology, there are several 
tempting items available. 

Among them for CUPRA are 
SEAT Sound which profers six 


high-quality speakers, a boot mounted sub¬ 
woofer and an amplifier for £155, as well as 
Navigation System (includes Media System 
Plus with 6.5-inch color touchscreen with 
proximity sensor, MP3 compatible CD 
player and Bluetooth™ voice recognition) at 
£580 and Full Link for an enticing £145. 

Taking the cabin ambience even higher 
on both versions are three upmarket addi¬ 
tions; sporty Alcantara upholstery for £400, 
a panoramic glass sunroof at £495, together 
with ambient interior lighting for only £60. 
All prices quoted include VAT.

Magpies strike back with Walker brace 


Kings Lynn 1 Dorchester Town 2

NATHAN Walker often has a knack of 
popping up with vital goals, and he did 
so again on Saturday when he scored 
in the final minute of each half to 
snatch a win for the Magpies who 
played the entire second period with 
10 men after Franklyn Clarke had been 
dismissed for two yellow cards. 

Still smarting from their 2-1 home de¬ 
feat to bottom side Bideford in mid¬ 
week, and with manager Mark Jermyn's 
comments that they were now'playing 
for their places for next season' ringing 
in their ears, they dug in and showed 
much of the character that has seen 
them reach within touching distance of 
a play-off place. 

Dorchester set up the team to soak 
up the pressure, and early on the Lin¬ 
nets produced nearly all the shots on 
goal with Shane Murphy busy between 
the sticks, although he did need Nick 
Crittenden to clear Lee Stevenson's 
shot off the line. 

Neal Martin signalled Dorchester's 
growing intent when he headed just 
wide five minutes before the break. 

But then, with a minute of normal 
time remaining in the first half, Walker 
got on the end of a long throw to head 
goalwards, and when the ball re¬ 
bounded to him off Linnets keeper 
Alex Street's legs, he prodded it home 
to give the Magpies the lead. 

Clarke who had earlier been booked 
for a tackle, was then involved in an al¬ 
tercation with Michael Clunan in added 
time; the result a booking for both and 
dismissal for the Dorchester midfielder 
for a second caution. 

The hosts, a man to the good pushed 
for the equaliser after the break, and 
Stevenson had two good opportunities 
before Jacek Zielonka cut in from the 
right on 71 minutes before bending his 
shot around Murphy into the far corner. 

With three minutes left it looked like 
the defiant Dorchester rearguard ac¬ 
tion had been breached as Sam Mul- 
ready set up Liam Hurse three yards 
from goal and the goal at his mercy, but 
he inexplicably blasted his shot over 
the bar. 

Dorchester made them pay for the 
error when with a minute left on the 
clock, a great ball from Neil Martin 
found Walker who took it on his chest 
and held off Sam Gaughran and Matty 
Castellean before clinically finishing 
past Street. 

Asked the players reaction to his pub¬ 
lic dressing down after the Bideford 
game Jermyn said: 

"I wouldn't say it was a standout per¬ 
formance, but we fought hard to stay in 
the game, and the one thing you can 
take from it is that we defended really 
well which is a massive positive. 

"We always knew that with a number 
of personnel missing we were going to 
have to play by defending and hitting 
them on the attack and that worked. 

He added: "If the players had showed 
the same desire as in this game against 
Bideford, they would have won hands 
down. 

"Considering it is the first season for a 
lot of the players as well as Nick (Crit¬ 
tenden) and my first season in manage¬ 
ment, we are happy with the team's 
performance so far, but we should be 
at least nine to twelve points better off 
that we are now, but the league doesn't 
lie. 

.We didn't stop against Kings Lynn 
and some of us were really holding on, 
and that's what got us the win. 


In such a small group we must all go 
in the same direction, and one thing I 
can't allow is for that to be disturbed 
which means that skill and technical 
ability has to come second to desire." 

The Magpies boss was full of praise 
for defender Nathan Walker who has 
been used a number of times this sea¬ 
son to lead the attack. 

"Some people say that Nathan is just 
a centre half playing up front. That's be¬ 
cause he is essentially a defender, but 
for all his attacking faults, I would like 
to know his goal ratio when he plays up 
front? 

"He's scored a hell of a lot of goals and 
set up a lot of assists and brings people 
into play. He's a big guy that causes a 
lot of problems, and at the moment I 
can't play him in defence because he is 
doing so well up top."

The Magpies boss who was sat in the 
stands due to suspension, watched as 
his side surrendered an early lead and 
were then outfought by the North 
Devon side who had only registered 
three wins all season. 

The defeat also dented Dorchester's 
own thoughts of a play-off Evo-Stik 
Southern League Premier Division 
place. 

The county town boss was angry that 
his side had not followed the instruc¬ 
tions that were ringing in his player's 
ears as they left the dressing room. 

Talking to ViewSport he said: "I told 
them that once they had scored a goal, 
which I thought was inevitable against 
a side lacking confidence, to make sure 
we don't give them an opportunity, 
and within 45 seconds they had a shot 
on target.

"Our season is not over by any means, 
we still have a lot of games to play but 
I think, after Tuesday, the players need 
to reflect on themselves and what ac¬ 
tually got them this far so far this sea¬ 
son. 

"But, ultimately, what they need to 
take stock of is that, pretty much, they 
are not as good as what they thought 
they were." 

Apologising to the club's supporters 
for what he described as an "inept per¬ 
formance" he added: "Certainly one of 
the things that have been praised since 
I came in is that we don't stop, but this 
performance was so far under par. I feel 
embarrassed and hurt and the players 
know that. 

"What let us down was something I 
didn't think I would say this season, 
which was heart and desire. 

"Maybe one or two of them cou Id say 
they tried as hard as they could but, for 
the rest of them, they let themselves 
down, they let me down, and I won't be 
having it for the rest of the season. 

"We work very hard for our goals. It 
just seems that we give away goals very 
simply." 

The Magpies took a 10th minute lead 


when Nathan Walker was left un¬ 
marked to pick his spot with a header 
from six yards from Toby Holmes'cross. 

Howeve.r Dorchester failed to press 
home the advantage and Bideford 
equalised on 28 minutes when Billy 
Tucker's corner was flicked on by Dan 
Harrison and Walker, in trying to hold 
off the attentions of Chris McGrath, 
headed into his own net.

Senior decides to call it a day 


TREVOR Senior has announced that he will 
be leaving Bridport Football Club at the end 
of the season. 

The 54-year old former Reading and Mid¬ 
dlesbrough striker has decided that after 
seven seasons at the helm of the Bees it is 
time to stand down, and will leave St Mary's 
Field at the end of the current campaign in 
what is his second spell at the club. 

He told club chairman Adrian Scadding of 
his decision in a telephone call on Wednes¬ 
day morning. 

Senior told View Spot : "I'm leaving on 
good terms. I've had ten years over the two 
spells at the club and have thoroughly en¬ 
joyed it.There are some great people there 
working tirelessly off the field, and I have 
had great support from the players. 

My first spell was "old school", but the 
games changed particularly over the last 
couple of years. 

"Players have got so many other distrac¬ 
tions from football, and whilst we have 
some dedicated players at the club, I was 
finding it more difficult to keep everybody 
happy when they're available, and it was 
difficult to maintain a settled side due to 
unavailability. 

That's the only negative thing about the 
players as regards to some of their commit¬ 
ment. However there has always been a 
good spirit at the club." 

On his decision to call it a day he said:"l've 
been contemplating leaving for a while. 
There have been a few things over the last 
couple of weeks or so that have finally 
made my mind up. 

"It's made me think whether I can get my 
head around another pre-season, trying to 
get and keep players and sorting out pre¬ 
season friendlies. After Tuesday's game 
where I had one or two negative comments 
from around the ground I felt that I could¬ 
n't, and that it was time for someone else to 
have a go. Perhaps a fresh face at the helm 
might be just what Bridport need. 

"For me, it's the end of an era because I 
have loved it at Bridport, it's a great club, 
and I obviously wish them all the best in the 
future. 

"I have fifteen games left now and hope¬ 
fully I can go out on a high. I just feel having 
made the decision the pressure has lifted a 
bit, and I just want to enjoy it, which I 


haven't over the last couple of weeks. 

"When I spoke to my wife Karen on 
Wednesday night she said I will know when 
it is time, and that's now." 

Bridport Football Club Chairman Adrian 
Scadding said:"We'll be sorry to see him go, 
but respect his decision. He's been with the 
club for ten years over the two spells and 
has become a good friend as well as man¬ 
ager. 

"He'served the club well, been a very loyal 
and hard working and helps a lot fundrais¬ 
ing as well as running the football side, and 
the club is very appreciative of that. 

Having spoken on Wednesday, he told me 
he felt it was time for a break. It was a mu¬ 
tual decision and he has agreed to stay until 
the end of the season to allow us time to 
find a replacement. I wish him every suc¬ 
cess in what he may do in the future." 

Long serving defender Ryan Hayter who 
has been at the club for more than a 
decade and for all of Senior's second spell 
said of his boss: "He's been a really good 
manager for Bridport and I don't thinkthere 
is a manager in the Toolstation Western 
league that is currently as long at one club. 
He has brought stability at St Mary's, got us 
promotion back up to the Premier Division 
almost immediately, and kept us there. 

"He's a really nice guy and all the players 
who have played under him really like him, 
and has made a good impression. It will be 
very different without him being there, but 
I wish him all the best in the future." 

Dorchester-born Senior had a distin¬ 
guished professional career as a player after 
being signed by Portsmouth from the Mag¬ 
pies for £35k in 1981. 

He then moved on to Reading where he 
scored an incredible 184 goals in 362 
games in two spells (1983-1987 and 1988- 
1992) and helping the Royals to two pro¬ 
motions from the old Division Four to 
Division Two (now the Championship). 

In between he played briefly for Watford 
and Middlesbrough where he scored two 
vital goals in Boro's promotion to Division 
One, what is now the Premiership. 

He moved into management in 1995 at 
Weymouth before taking charge at St 
Mary's in 1997 where he stayed three sea¬ 
sons before moving to Bridgwater Town. 

He returned in the summer of 2009 and 


led the club to promotion back to the Tool- 
station Western League Premier Division in 
2010-11 after a seven year break.

ASHLEY Weeks has sensationally walked 
out on Bridport after claiming that as long 
as Trevor Senior was manager of the club he 
wouldn't work with him.
